More important, however, for practical 
purposes than its reception by the Allies, 
ot by the few remaining neutrals, is the 
efféet which the reply will have upon 
the German people, whem the Presi- 
dent is really addressing, [f we could 
judge by the comments of, the German 
papers in New York, it ought to have a 
very great effect, indeed. But will the 
German people be allewed to read it in its 
full text, inelnding the suggestion that 
they can have immediate peace by throw- 
ing off their present yoke, but that no 
peace can be made with the Hehenzollerns! 

We shall know, doubtless, in a day or 
two whether the German Government has 
suppressed the document altogether or 
garbled it, or merely accompanied it with 
comments, designed to indicate that the 
President is aiming at the destruction. not 
go much of the German Government as of 
the German State itself. I should not be 
surprised if the third and boldest course 
should be the one adopted, for it is certain 
io the reply will, sooner or later, filter 
nto Germany from Denmark and Switzer- 
land, and it might easily create a more 
damaging effect in this way than if it had 
been openly published in the first instance. 

It would not be a bad plan, however, if 
& good idiomatic translation into German 
were made of the reply, and copies of it 
were dropped by our airmen into the 
enemys trenches. In these days of 
machine guns it is virtually impossible 
for civilians, however numerous and deter- 
mined, to make a successful revolution, 
unless they have the active support of, at 
any rate, a large part of the Army. To 
judge by the letters picked up on the 
attlefield, the process of disillusionment 
and disintegration has already begun in 
the German Army, but no effort should be 
spared to spread and intensify it. 

By the death of the Hon. Francis 
McLaren, who was killed while flying at 
Montrose this morning, the Roll of Honour 
of the House of Commons is brought up to 
thirteen. The Unionist Party has lost 
eight and the Liberal four, while the name 
of Major William Redmond completed the 
glorious list. At the time of his election, 
in January, 1910, Mr. McLaren was one 
of the youngest members of the House, 
and to the end he retained his boyish ap- 
pearance. He was one of the first mem- 
bers to volunteer for service, having joined 
the R.N.V.R. in September, 1914, and, 
after seeing service with the Armoured 
Motor Car section, he transferred to the 
R.F.C. in January of last year.

Both in regard to 
meat and bread the position of Ireland 
differs from that of England in several 
respects. England imports her wheat 
supplies, and Ireland has largely to 
import these -wheat supplies from 
England ; and, while Ireland has a large 
supply of home-grown beef and mutton, 
England is now looking to Ireland as the 
main source for her supply of these com- 
modities. A Dublin baker yesterday made 
the point that those engaged in his trade 
in this country will be at a disadvantage 
as compared with the English bakers. As 
the Irish millers are not able to meet the 
demands of the Irish bakers, he says that 
in buying at a flat rate of 43s, Od. per 
sack the Irish bakers will be at a disad- 
vantage in having to pay freight charges 
from Liverpool and from. Dublin to the 
provinces, As the Exchequer is assuming 
responsibility for any de that the re- 
gulation of bread prices may involve, this 
and other points with regard to the Irish 
bakery trade must be accorded full con- 
sideration before the householder can be 
secure in the enjoyment of a 2lb. loaf for 
41d. instead of 6d.
